Man  must  continue  to  wor- 
ship God  and  not  his  inventions 
and  the  ‘‘craft  of  his  own  hands,” 
was  the  message  of  Dr.  Henry 
Crowes,  speaker  at  Monday’s 
forum  assembly. 

Dr.  Crowes,  minister  of  Grace 
Baptist  Church  in  San  Jose, 
Calif.,  was  substituting  for  Dr. 
Harry  L.  Dillin  who  was  sched- 
uled to  speak  but  was  in  the 
hospital  with  the  flu. 

“The  Man  in  the  Moon  and 
Us”  was  the  topic  of  Dr.  Crowes. 

He  related  how  men  are  tempt- 
ed constantly  to  worship  their 
own  works  and  how  it  is  impos 
sible  for  their  technology  to  pre- 
serve them.  He  cited  the  golden 
calf  of  the  Jews  as  an  example. 

Dr.  Crowes  said  that  ‘‘we  are 
becoming  enamored  of  our  arti- 
facts.” He  listed  creations  that 
are  being  worshipped  such  as 
sputniks,  intercontinental  rock- 
ets, business  machines  and  ‘‘as 
sorted  hardware.” 

He  said  there  were  six  things 
we  must  do  or  remember 

1.  We  must  rejoice  at  the  pro- 
gress that  is  being  made  scien- 
tifically and  at  the  exploration 
of  space. 

2.  We  must  remember  that 
while  we  were  fighting  among 
ourselves,  the  Russians’  regi- 
mented society  beat  us  scien- 
tifically. However,  we  must 
make  this  ‘‘a  technological  vic- 
tory, not  an  idealogical  one. 

3.  We  can  see  clearly  the  uni- 
versality of  truth,  the  interna- 
tionality of  science.  Exchange  of 
knowledge  and  truth  is  neces- 
,sary  for  there  is  no  such  thing 
,as  a “monopoly  of  truth.” 

4.  “There  is  more  to  knowl- 


edge than  the  production  of  en- 
gineers.” There  are  other  fron- 
tiers, such  as  the  human  mind, 
human  spirit  and  human  rela- 
tionships. Education  cannot  be 
shackled  to  the  production  of 
technicians.  The  world  needs 
teachers  with  a passion  to  teach. 

5.  We  must  know  that  the  fu- 
ture depends  on  what  we  do  with 


our  technology. 

6.  “Nothing  has  changed  at 
all.”  There  is  still  no  substitute 
for  morality.  “God  is  needed  as 
never  before.” 

Dr.  Crowes  concluded  by  ad- 
vising men  to  “put  their  lives  in 
an  orbit  around  Him”  and  make 
their  “lives  one  of  the  myriads 
that  follow  Him.”

Lone  Unicycle  Rider 
Startles  BYU  Campus 


One  wheel  of  a bicycle  with  a I 
seat  attached,  parked  among  the  I 
regular  two  wheelers  or  whizz- 1 
ing  past  pedestrians  with  Bill 
Barnhill  aboard,  has  startled 
many  a passer-by. 

THE  CONTRAPTION,  or  uni- 
cycle as  ■ it  is  more  properly 
called,  is  freshman  Bill  Barn- 
hill's chief  mode  of  transporta- 
tion. He  rides  it  to  classes  and 
also  to  work  in  a local  service 
station. 

Having  learned  the  art  of  bal- 
ancing a unicycle  in  the  eighth 
grade,  Barnhill  finds  this  form 
of  travel  handy  in  that  he  can 
take  it  almost  anyw'here  without 
much  trouble.  He  has  carried  as 
much  as  twenty-five  pounds  in 
his  arms,  while  riding. 

MADE  FROM  OLD  BICYCLE 
parts,  the  unicycle  has  a straight 
drive,  which  has  its  advantages 
when  going  up  hills,  but  it  elim- 
inates coasting  completely.  It 
also  makes  it  possible  for  him  to 
turn  in  circles  and  go  back- 
wards. 

At  home  in  Coffeeville  ^or 
Postumville,  as  his  branch-pres- 
ident father  calls  it),  Kas.  Barn- 
hill has  a spectacular  giant  size 
model  of  the  unicycle  he  rides 
on  campus.  It  measures  six  and 
one  half  feet  from  the  top  of 
the  seat  to  the  base  of  the  wheel, 

He  has  to  climb  a telephone 
pole  or  perch  on  top  of  a car  in 
order  to  climb  aboard.  While 
riding  this  monstrosity,  balance 
is  more  imoprtant  than  ever  be- 
cause it  is  a long  way  to  the 
concrete. 

BARNHILL  HAS  used  his 
ability  most  profitably  riding  in 
parades  dressed  as  a clown  and 
as  a moving  advertisement  for 
Latter-day  Saint  sponsored  con- 
session  stands  at  a rodeo  in  Kan- 
sas. He  recently  used  his  talent 
in  campaigning  for  John  Bing- 
ham, victorious  candidate  for 
sophomore  calss  president. 


Barnhill  estimates  that  he  has 
ridden  his  unicycle  over  300 
miles.  He  is  even  blithfully  con- 
tdering  riding  it  home  because 
he.  will  probably  have  to  leave 
it  in  Provo  unless  he  does. 

This  would  mean  making  a 
new  one  upon  arriving  home  be- 
cause he  plans  to  attend  a junior 
college  in  Kansas  ext  year  and 
return  to  BYU  as  a junior. 

WHEN  HE  RETURNS  Barn- 
hill plans  to  form  an  organiza- 
tion consisting  of  people  inter- 
ested in  learning  to  ride  a uni- 
cycle.  He  is  conviced  that  more 
people  should  learn  to  enjoy  the 
sport.  He  learned  the  knack  of 
riding  in  just  two  weeks,  prac- 
tising about  two  hours  a day. 

This  is  something  that  evident- 
ly never  leaves  a person.  Barn- 
hill reports  that  after  a few  min- 
utes of  practice  one  of  his 
friends  who  had  not  been  on  a 
unicycle  since  elementary  school 
was  riding  as  if  he  had  never 
stopped.
